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GENERAL INFORMATION 


To Insure an equitable financing program the District has been divided into zones of 
benefit„ Six of these zones are for flood control activities. The boundary of each zone 
is described at the beginning of its budget summary. The remaining zones have been estab¬ 
lished for the conservation, distribution and treatment of conserved and imported waters. 

Ad valorem taxes are levied in each of the flood control zones based upon estimated expendi¬ 
tures each budget year. The expenditures within each zone for all programs are presented 
on the program summary sheets within each zone budget. 

Budgeting for the water utility is accomplished on an enterprise fund basis. Water supply 
activities are partially financed by a county-wide ad valorem tax to pay for the capital 
cost of import facilities and for the recreational benefits derived from the District's 
reservoirs. The major source of water supply income is the charge levied on all groundwater 
extracted within Zone W-2 of the District and from the sale of treated water. Other sources 
of revenue result from the levy of an ad valorem tax in Zone W-3 and W-4 and from the sale 
of surface delivered untreated water. 

The District levies a small county—wide administration tax on secured and unsecured 
property to purchase fixed assets such as office equipment ana to fund general governmental 
costs required in the overall operation of the District. 

BUDGETING PROCESS 


The budget is prepared as a cooperative effort of all organizational units and reviewed by 
a Budget Committee. Responsibility is established for every project in each program. Each 
work effort is defined by Project Coordinators and each participating organizational unit 
budgets the items necessary for its successful completion. 

Each activity of the District can be related to one of several financial accounting units 
known as " cost centers ". Within each cost center, a subgrouping of related activities are 
determined and called "programs". An analysis of the major programs would show the following 
allocation of activities: 
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ADMINISTRATION includes all labor, equipment and contractual services required in the 

administration of a cost center. 

PLANNING includes all labor, equipment and contractual services on projects up to 

the final design activity which is included in the Construction Program. 
Planning includes all planning studies, the preparation of hearing plans, 
and certain special studies. 


CONSTRUCTION includes all labor, use or purchase of equipment and contractual services 

which result in the completion of a project or a substantial improvement to 
the life or value of a physical project or the acquisition of a new physical 
asset. 

MAINTENANCE includes all work performed on District projects, facilities or equipment 

which result in maintaining constructed works or equipment in operating 
condition. 


OPERATIONS 


includes the work performed in the release, diversion, treatment or trans¬ 
portion of water in or through channels or pipelines. 


MAJOR PROJECTS PROPOSED FOR 1974-75 


This section will highlight the prominent projects proposed for 1974-75. It should be noted 
however that all significant projects are explained within the cost center text along with a 
listing of each project showing the amount budgeted for each program at the end of the 
section. 

It will be noted that the Planning Program budgets are larger. This is due to 1) concep¬ 
tual changes which broaden the scope of the Planning Program, 2) the additional work 
undertaken in soliciting public opinions for predesign work, and 3) the increases generated 
by reports and studies relating to project impacts on the environment. 

The remaining changes to be noted in the 1974-75 budget is that the District's Administrative 
Projects, Directors Fees and Expenses, Public Education, and the Environmental Impact Analysis 
have been reassigned to the Governmental Program. 
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ADMINIS TRAT ION 


PLANNING 


Work within this program provides a focal point to capture administrative 
support including District labor, equipment and contract services which 
benefit the entire cost center and are not allocable to any individual 
project. Included are costs of ordinance administration, insurance, and 
a general administrative project. The total cost of all administration 
programs in the zones and water utility are budgeted at a decrease of more 
than 15% compared with the 1973-74 fiscal year. 

Work within this program as expanded provides coordinated studies and plan¬ 
ning activities to support the needs of the cost center. A Maintenance 
Program planning study will be undertaken in nearly all the cost centers to 
determine the effectiveness and efficiency of the District's maintenance 
activities. Similarly, in all but the East-2 Cost Center and Administration 
and General Cost Center of the Water Utility, a Real Estate Files Study will 
be conducted to identify and categorize all parcels of land considered 
excess. Significant planning studies for the 1974-75 fiscal year are:

OPERATIONS & Projects within these programs capture costs associated with the operations 

MAINTENANCE of all facilities for the water supply and for the maintenance of all con¬ 

structed facilities and equipment in the Flood Control Zones and Water 
Utility to maintain them in the original or improved condition. The total 
operations program in all zones and the utility is slightly less than 
1973-74. The total maintenance program has increased by 11 percent. 

CONSTRUCTION RESERVES 


In some of the Flood Control Zones and in the Water Utility a Construction Reserve is pro¬ 
vided. These reserves contain funds which may be expended if work progresses faster than 
anticipated. A detailed description of the Construction Reserves is included in each 
applicable cost center. A Summary of Reserves is shown on page 11.

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 


The Northwest Zone is defined by geographic boundaries encompassing the tributaries and water¬ 
sheds of San Francisquito Creek, Matadero Creek, Barron Creek, Adobe Creek, Stevens Creek and 
Permanente Creek. Also included in this Zone is Stevens Creek Reservoir. The geographic area 
includes the Cities of Palo Alto, Los Altos, Los Altos Hills and Mountain View and portions of 
Cupertino and Sunnyvale. 


































































































































































































































































































































































































































































































































































































































The Northwest Zone is financed by revenue generated from a secured tax rate, unsecured taxes 
and interest income obtained through the short-term investment of excess funds. A secured 
tax rate of $.181 was levied in fiscal year 1973-74. Using a tax rate of $.178, total cash 
and revenue generated for 1974-75 is anticipated to be $4,154,807 of which $266,614 is for 
bond redemption. Appropriated and general reserve accounts total $2,027,986.

Administration Program 

This program includes Ordinance Administration, Insurance, and Administrative Projects. It 
also provides payment to the Water Utility for flood control benefits derived from the use 
of Stevens Creek Reservoir. 

Planning Program 

Funds budgeted in this program are to provide for various planning studies, the preparation of 
hearing plans, and environmental impact reports. The apparent increase in the cost of the 
Planning Program over past years results from the transfer of predesign planning type projects 
from the Construction Program into the Planning Program. 
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A continuing activity is the Bayfront Levee Study which is to identify alternative means and 
costs of providing the protection from saltwater flooding in the bayfront areas. This project 
has a total cost for 1974-75 of $73,700 of which twenty five percent or $18,425 is allocated 
to the Northwest Zone Cost Center. Other projects which are of a significant cost nature are: 


Adobe Creek 


$ 33,630 


This project consists of the final stages of preparing an environmental impact report 
and hearing report from El Camino Real upstream to the terminal point of the project 
near the headwaters and preparation of related designated floodway maps. Also 
included is work with the cities involved to have the designated floodways zoned. 


Barron Creek 


$ 22,474 


This project is to complete planning work and the environmental impact report for the 
reach of Barron Creek between Laguna Avenue and the detention basin upstream of Gunn 
High School. 


Matadero Creek 


$ 23,859 


This project is to complete planning work and the environmental impact report for the 
reach of Matadero Creek between El Camino Real and the abandoned Vasona branch railroad. 


Permanente Diversion Channel 


$ 54,667 


This project consists of a predesign effort to determine the feasibility of increasing 
channel capacity. Calculations indicate that the channel which was built in 1959 is 
below the current 100 year design flood. 


Permanente Creek 


$ 14,013 


This project is to determine the feasibility of increasing the present channel capacity 
between Portland Avenue and the Permanente Diversion Channel. This 1959 project is 
apparently undersized for the current hydrology. 
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Stevens Creek 


$ 13,615 


This project completes the Stevens Creek plans and environmental impact report for the 
reach from Central Avenue upstream to Stevens Creek Dam. 


Construction Program 

This program provides funds for the acquisition or construction of new physical assets or the 
substantial improvement to the life or value of current physical assets.

Plan- 
preparation and construction will also start on the reach from Route 280 to Stevens 
Creek Boulevard to comply with an agreement with Vallco Park Limited. 
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San Tomas Aquino Creek $308,061 

This project is the completion of construction and landscaping of the reach from Smith 
Creek to Wildcat Creek. Also included is the acquisition of right of way from San 
Tomas Aquino Creek-Calabazas Creek confluence to Highway 237, and land from Agnew Road 
to Bayshore Freeway to provide for levee raising. 

Sunnyvale East Outfall $306,136 

This project is for the acquisition of about 7 acres of right of way and levee raising 
along Sunnyvale East Channel from Caribbean Drive to Calabazas Retarding Basin required 
to compensate for land subsidence. 

Construction Reserves $1,048,000 

Construction Reserves include potential construction work along critical reaches of 
Saratoga Creek ($100,000) and $948,000 derived from prior sale of bonds which will be 
used for specified bond projects. 
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Maintenance Program 

Funds budgeted in this program provide for normal maintenance requirements within the cost 
center. In addition special projects of silt and debris removal and erosion control on 
Smith Creek ($30,000), erosion control on Sunnyvale East Outfall Channel ($40,000), and 
initial levee raising on Sunnyvale East Outfall Channel ($15,000), and San Tomas Creek 
($15,000) in the bayfront area are included.

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 

The South Zone is defined by geographic boundaries encompassing the tributaries and water¬ 
sheds of Madrone Creek, Little Llagas Creek, Llagas Creek, Tennant Creek, West Branch of 
the Llagas Creek, Uvas-Carnadero Creek, Pescadero Creek, Pajaro River and Pacheco Creek. 

The Zone includes the City of Gilroy and portions of the Cities of San Jose and Morgan Hill. 
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The South Zone is financed by revenue generated from a secured tax rate, unsecured taxes, 
interest income obtained through the short-term investment of excess funds and from advances 
from the District Fund. The outstanding loan balances as of the end of fiscal year 1974-75 
is estimated to be $290,704. A secured tax rate of $.190 was levied in fiscal year 1973-74. 

A tax rate of $.195 has been levied for fiscal year 1974-75. 

Total cash and revenue generated is anticipated to be $312,474. Appropriated and general 
reserve amounts total $36,178.

Water Utility Enterprise activities are partially financed by a county—wide ad valorem tax. 
This tax is levied to pay for recreational benefits derived from District reservoirs and to 
pay for the capital cost of water import facilities. This is deemed commensurate to the 
general benefits derived from having a supplemental supply of water available to the District 
A portion of this tax is refunded by the District directly to the Cities of Palo Alto, 
Mountain View, Sunnyvale and Milpitas and to Stanford University and the Purissima Hills 
Water District because these purchasers import water from the City and County of San 
Francisco’s Ketch Hetchy Water System. 


The major source of water supply income is a charge levied on all groundwater extracted 
within Zone W-2 of the District and from the sale of treated water. An estimated 17,000 
acre—feet of groundwater for agricultural use, and 135,000 acre-feet of groundwater for 
nonagricultural use is expected to be extracted from the groundwater basin in 1974-75. In 
addition, 46,000 acre-feet of scheduled treated water and 5,000 acre-feet of surplus treated 
water is anticipated to be sold to District water supply contractors. Other sources of 
revenue will result from the levying of ad valorem taxes in Zones W-3 and W-4 and from the 
sale of approximately 5,000 acre-feet of surface-delivered, untreated water. An estimated 
additional 650 acre-feet of untreated surface delivered water will be used for agricultural 
purposes in Zone W-3. 


This zone encompasses land of water consumers whose source of water is derived 
from the Coyote and Llagas Groundwater Basins in the area from Metcalf Road on the 
north to just south of Morgan Hill. Here, financing is through a property tax 
on land only. Zones W-3.1, 3.2, and 3.3 are local areas within W-3 in which 
groundwater extraction charges are levied on water exported from the area of Zone 
W-3. 
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Zone W-4 This zone contains all of Zone W-2 as well as the lands of water consumers outside 
Zone W-2 that use or otherwise benefit from locally conserved water and from the 
importation and distribution of water from the South Bay Aqueduct. Here, a 
property tax is levied to pay for the cost of water used to recover the accumulated 
overdraft, control land surface subsidence, and sustain the emergency supply of 
water. 

Due to the requirements of the uniform accounting practices adopted by the State, it is 
necessary to divide expenditures from the Water Utility Enterprise into various categories 
which constitute the cost centers. These cost centers are Source of Supply, Raw Water Trans¬ 
mission and Distribution, Water Treatment, Treated Water Transmission and Distribution, and 
Administration and General. Amounts budgeted within each cost center are shown in individual 
sections. 

A Construction Reserve of $1,734,000 is budgeted in the Raw Water Transmission and Distribu¬ 
tion Cost Center of the Water Utility Enterprise. This reserve represents funds which may 
be expended if work progresses more rapidly than anticipated.

Administration Program 

This program includes Ordinance Administration, Replacement Fund, Insurance, Administrative 
Projects, In-County Credit, Water Rights, State Water Project and the proposed Federal Water 
Project. Budgeted amounts for fiscal 1974-75 reflect no significant change from fiscal year 
1973-74. Reduction in budgeted amounts for the Federal Water Project, State Water Project 
and Administrative Project are offset by increases in the Water Rights and In-County Credit 
projects. 


Planning Program 

Funds budgeted in this program provide for various planning studies, preparation of hearing 
plans, and environmental impact reports. Projects which are of a significant cost are: 
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Effects of Urbanization $ 21,937 

This project is in support of the third year of a five-year study being conducted by the 
U. S. Geological Survey. The study will provide information on the hydrological effects 
of urbanization so analyses and evaluations of grading ordinances, channel designs, and 
water supplies can be made with consideration of urbanization. 

Saltwater Intrusion Study $ 43,903 

This project is a determination of the severity of saltwater intrusion from San 
Francisco Bay into the Santa Clara Valley Groundwater Basin and a review of alternative 
methods to reduce or eliminate this intrusion. 

Pajaro River C of E Study $ 17,179 

This project is in support of the Corps of Engineers Survey Study of the Pajaro River 
Basin which includes the Uvas-Carnadero Project. This survey study includes water 
supply (Hayes Valley Reservoir, water quality control, low flow augmentation, ground- 
water recharge) as well as flood prevention works; therefore its costs are shared 
equally between this and the South Zone Cost Center. 

Palo Alto Reclamation Project $ 30,000 

This project contains two aspects of the larger Palo Alto Reclamation project - the 
geohydrologic investigation prior to construction and the research program during 
operation. The geohydrologic investigation will determine the amounts of water that 
can be injected into the basin. The research program implements research related to 
the water quality of the plant process, effluent and extracted groundwater. 

Reservoir Landslide Investigation $ 22,384 

This project is a continuation of the monitoring and study of potential landslides at 
District reservoirs. It includes the possible installation of additional instrumen¬ 
tation and consulting services.

This project continues the study to determine the most effective way of providing an 
emergency water supply to the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant. Funds are also included

This project consists of minor technical improvements to the Raw Water Control System.

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Construction Program 

This program provides funds for the acquisition or construction of new physical assets or the 
substantial improvement to the life or value of current physical assets.

Penitencia Water Treatment Plant $334,831 

This project provides for the construction of the clearwell tank and site landscaping. 
Funds are also included for the purchase of laboratory and maintenance shop equipment. 

Rinconada Water Treatment Plant $ 72,498 
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This project provides for the installation of storage facilities and handling 
facilities to provide for bulk purchase and storage of polyelectrolytes to be used at 
both Rinconada and Penitencia Water Treatment Plants. 


Control System - Rinconada Water Treatment Plant $ 36,816 

This project consists of technical improvements in the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant 
Instrumentation and Control System as well as alterations necessitated by changes to 
the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant itself. Equipment to be purchased includes partial 
replacement to the logic rack with more reliable, easier to maintain equipment. Soft¬ 
ware modifications will be made to accommodate hardware changes.

This project is a continuing study of the feasibility of using reclaimed water as a 
supplemental supply and includes research on the public health aspects of such reuse. 


Financial and Cash Flow Study

This project provides for the evaluation of the effects of various alternative con¬ 
struction programs on the District's financial position. It also provides for the 
preparation of an annual financial analysis of the Water Utility. 

Annual Water Supply Balance $ 17,287 


This is a continuing project to develop and evaluate information of the changes in 
supply and groundwater extractions and the resultant effect on the water resources 
management program of the District. 

Power Requirement Analysis $ 79,006 

This is a continuing review of the District's needs for power, power costs, and an 
integration of power sources with the District's needs. 


Water Resources Master Planning $ 91,404 

This is a continuous review of the water demands, sources of supply and optimization of 
the methods of distributing the supply to meet the demand. This study will provide the 
District with information on which both short-term and long-term decisions relative to 
supply and distribution can be made and it will develop a 5-year construction plan.

Water Quality Studies 


This project provides for a program of water quality sampling in the vicinity of the 
Gilroy Sewer Farm and for the necessary field surveillance and monitoring of ground 
and surface water. 


Water Quality Cooperative Study $ 70,149 

This is a new project. It is proposed that a cooperative program with the State 
Department of Water Resources be developed to establish a water quality monitoring 
network that will define the surface and groundwater quality characteristics, identify 
problem areas, and evaluate the potential future quality of the water supplies. This 
will be a shared cost project with only the District's share budgeted.

The District Cost Center budget is presented in two parts. The first part contains the 
budget for Direct Costs. Direct Costs consist of the Governmental Program and Fixed Assets. 
The second part contains the budget for Distributed Expense. Distributed Expense consists 
of the Administration Program and Services and Supplies. 

The primary source of revenues to support the Direct Costs of the District Cost Center is 
obtained by the levy of a District-wide administrative tax of $.021. 

The reserves of the District Cost Center can be used to make loans to other cost centers as 
approved by the Board of Directors. Reserves for 1974-75 include an .Appropriation for 
Contingencies of $115,000. A self-insurance reserve of $25,000 is part of this amount.

Projects within the Governmental Program are those which cannot be readily identified with 
Flood Control or Water Utility Cost Centers. They can be categorized as general type 
projects which support District-wide activities. A comparative summary of expenditures in 
this program can be found in Exhibit 1, page 76. 


In fiscal year 1974-75 four projects and their related costs have been transferred from the 
Administration Program to the Governmental Program. These projects are Administrative 
Projects, Directors Fees and Expenses, Public Education, and Environmental Impact Analysis ^ 
Historical costs related to these four projects have also been transferred for ease of com¬ 
parative review. As a result, all the prior year's totals have been adjusted to include 
these projects as if they had initially been budgeted in the Governmental Program. 


Budgeted costs for fiscal year 1974-75 have increased $118,844 or approximately 21 percent 
over the preceding year. This increase is due primarily to expansion of the Basic Data 
Collection, Administrative, and Public Education projects in the cost center. 


This is a continuing project consisting of engineering research studies and analysis 





that result in improved engineering planning, design, construction, operation and 
maintenance of future projects. This includes efforts in the area of development and 
documentation of computer programs of long-range benefit to the entire District. The 
total budgeted project cost reflects a 50 percent decrease over the preceding year. 

Basic Data Collection $268,264 

This project consists of collection of basic data relating to land surface elevations, 
amounts of rainfall, rates of evaporation, streamflow quantities, depth to groundwater, 
water quality and items of similar nature gathered for the purpose of creating a 
historical log which can be used by present and future generations in the analysis of 
District flood control and water supply problems. Emphasis is being placed on the 
review of facilities for the improved and more effective data collection program to 
meet flood control and water supply needs. 

Geographic Names Study $921 

This project is a continuing effort to assist in assigning names to creeks and channels 
and process them through the county and federal government for approval. 

Flood Insurance Liaison Study $5,446 

This project is a continuing program to provide for updating of flood maps, for liaison 
with political jurisdictions relative to requirements of the federal flood insurance 
program, and for general information to all concerned with the program. 

Implementation Well Standards Study $4,888 

This project is the administration of well construction and sealing standards. 

MIPS Subsystems Study $14,000 

The Management Information Decision System (MIDS) project will provide)funds for con¬ 
sulting services to complete the review of the automated financial subsystem. The 
work will involve evaluation of documentation and data retention procedures, conversion 
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and implementation techniques and detail transaction tests of specific programs to 
determine the adequacy and accuracy of the control procedures from an accounting and 
auditing position. Also included are funds for an overall review of the existing MIDS 
plan to assure that maximum benefit will accrue from the MIDS. This effort increases 
the cost of this project by $10,000 over the preceding year.

Fish Assistance 


$4,933 


This project includes funds for the movement of fish from various waters in the District 
when it is necessary to dry up a facility. This is a cooperative program with the 
Department of Fish and Game and the County Parks and Recreation Department. 

Administrative Projects $208,365 


This project includes all of the time chargeable to District administrative work which 
cannot be directly related to a Flood Control Cost Center or Water Utility Cost Center, 
but rather has a benefit to the District as a whole. The following is a list of 
functions usually found within the basic project: Personnel Education and Training, 
Personnel Recruitment, Budget Preparation. Meetings, Real Estate Administration, Survey 
Administration, Administrative Analysis, Storm Patrol, Updating of Manuals, Personnel 
Safety, and Board Administrative Assistance. 


Basic Hydrology $17,747 

This is a continuing project which consists of analysis of data collected under the 
Basic Data Collection Project. The analysis of the data will result in updating our 
current method of computing design flows and determining the optimum reservoir opera¬ 
tion of our existing reservoir system. 


Community Employment Project 


$6,243 


This project provides for District participation in community employment programs. 
These programs are sponsored by other governmental agencies to provide training or 
employment to the underemployed, unemployed or those persons requiring a source of 
income to finish their education. Usually these programs will involve partial reim¬ 
bursement from the sponsoring agency. 
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Directors Fees and Expenses 


$51,400 


This project provides for the expenditures of members of the District's Board of 
Directors. 

Public Education $69,566 

This project provides for the development and implementation of a program of public 
information and education. The increase in this project over the preceding year is 
required to provide for activities associated with providing factual information con¬ 
cerning District programs; providing tours of facilities; preparing news releases to 
press and broadcast media; preparing information displays, brochures and publications; 
and providing liaison work for special services related to the District's overall 
public information requirements. 

Environmental Impact Analysis $20,311 

This project provides the time for District personnel to do research, attend meetings 
and make presentations in connection with the preparation of Environmental Impact 
Analysis reports which are of a general nature and not chargeable to a specific project. 
It also includes staff time required to review environmental impact reports of other 
public agencies. 


Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets purchased from the District Cost Center are used to support District-wide 
activities as a whole. They are of the type that cannot be identified with or purchased 
from the funds of any other cost center. 

Land $83,000 

These funds are designated for purchase of land adjacent to the District headquarters as 
well as land required for the location of streamflow stations for the collection of 
basic data.

This account reflects a $17,000 decrease over the preceding year. The budgeted amount 
is to provide for additions and alterations to the administration building, construction 
contingencies, modifications to the new computer facility, additional landscaping of the 
administration building, and a door modification to the tractor shop. 

Office Equipment $9,327 

Budgeted funds provide for the acquisition of typewriters, calculators, dictating and 
printing equipment, and a drafting machine. This account has been reduced by approxi¬ 
mately $2,500 from the preceding year. 

Automotive Equipment $15,863 

This account has been decreased by $2,700 over the preceding year. The budgeted funds 
are necessary to upgrade an existing three-quarter-ton utility truck to a two-ton 
utility truck as well as the acquisition of a one-ton flatbed truck necessary to support 
the Gradall operations. An additional compact pickup is also required for the landscape 
maintenance activity. 

Communication Equipment $1,760 

This account has been reduced by approximately $13,000 over the preceding year. The 
funding is necessary to provide for the procurement of mobile radios for use by 
maintenance field personnel. 

Hydrologic Equipment $21,600 

This account shows a $6,400 increase over the preceding year. Budgeted funds are 
necessary to replace obsolete equipment items and to provide necessary instumentation 
and telemetry equipment to monitor the various test stations.

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 

The Equipment Working Capital Fund was established for the purpose of maintaining, operating 
and replacing three types of mobile equipment owned by the District. Type I equipment con¬ 
sists of sedans and pickup trucks. Type II equipment consists of heavy trucks and Type III 
equipment consists of heavy operating equipment such as bulldozers, Gradalls, drag lines and 
other similar types of equipment used for maintenance of District projects. The Equipment 
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Working Capital Fund is self-supporting with all replacement and maintenance costs being 
charged by pre-established rates to all projects in the various cost centers. The expenses 
of the Equipment Working Capital Fund are recovered by a mileage rate charge on Type I 
equipment and hourly rate charges on Type II and Type III equipment. 

Equipment Purchases 

The Equipment Purchases section is used to reflect the cost of all equipment items. The 
budgeted amount of $49,537 is necessary to provide for the replacement of the various classes 
of equipment shown below. 

The necessary funding is provided by current revenue supplemented by reserve amounts accumu¬ 
lated for the replacement of equipment items. 

The items listed for replacement have been selected on the basis of accumulated mileage, 
obsolescense, and planned needs of the District. 

Class I Equipment $49,537 

Class I equipment items scheduled for replacement consists of seven compact and sub¬ 
compact B sedans, nine light utility pickup trucks, one five (5) passenger jeep, and 
one 3/4-ton pickup which will be replaced by a 2-ton utility truck. 

The above figures represent replacement amounts which were generated by the established 
equipment usage rates. In one case where more expensive equipment is being obtained, 
additional funding has been budgeted in the Fixed Asset accounts of the District Cost 
Center. 


Operating Expense 

The Operating Expense section of the Equipment Working Capital Fund provides for insurance, 
materials and supplies and District labor to service and maintain all equipment items within 
the Fund. Budgeted cost of $251,965 reflects a $52,565 or 26 percent increase over the 
preceding year.
